SYCAMORE FLATS TO BE SITE 


OF NEW STATE FISH HATCHERY 


Sycamore Flats, located about a 


quarter of a mile below Coldbrook 
camp in San Gabriel canyon, is the 
location selected for the proposed 
fish hatchery, S. E. Skidmore, secre- 
tary of the chamber of commerce of 
Azusa, announced yesterday. 


The site takes in about five acres 


of rolling land and was selected by 
a committee of chamber of 'commerce 
members and executives of the San 
Gabriel river chapter of the Izauk 
Dalton league. 


George Clarkson, representative of 


southern California on the state fish 
and game commission, notified the 
local chamber of commerce last week 
that the commission had decided on 
txvo fish hatcheries for the southland, 
which woxild be installed at the site 
found most suitable by the state 
board. A group of eighteen men 
made a survey of the possible loca- 
tions for the hatchery in the San 
Gabriel canyon, and chose Sycamore 
Flats as the Bite. 


The next move will be Clarksou's 


approval of the site, which will then 
be recommended to the state commis 
sion to await their final decision 
The hatchery unit planned will pro- 
duce half a million fish a year, which 
will abundantly stock the San Ga 
bviel stream.

Despite the fact that 
1,254,514 of the registered voters of 
the state are Republicans, and only 
465,793 Democrats, it is not without 
the realm of possibility that more 
votes may be cast by Democrats than 
by Republicans at Tuesday's elec- 
tion.

brought all Republican factions to- 
gether with the result that there is 
no party contest, leaders of the 
Hoover campaign contend, and right- 
fully so, that it is imperative that 
the secretary of commerce receive a 
large vote Tuesday. 


It is maintained that a small Re- 


publican vote Tuesday would be used 
to defeat the nomination of the 
great •Californian at the party's na- 
tional convention in Kansas City. 


In the last six state primary elec- 


tions an average of 50 per cent of 
the residents of San Francisco, and 
that city is representative of the 
north, has voted. The south has lag- 
ged behind, particularly Los Angeles 
city.

Are You Interested in a Few Facts 
About Flood Control?— 


A few days more than one year ago, E. C. Eaton was ap- 


pointed chief engineer of flood control by the board of super- 
visors of Los Angeles county. Eaton, at that time, was chief 
assistant engineer under J. W. Reagan, whose resignation 
was forced by the board of supervisors, and who was placed 
on a newly-created consulting board of engineers, along with 
D. C. Henny of Seattle and J. B. Lippincott of Los Angeles. 
Before coming to Los Angeles, Eaton was for five years chief 
assistant engineer for the state of California, in charge of irri- 
gation projects. 
. 


Upon taking office the first major action taken by Eaton 


was to completely reorganize and systematize the flood con- 
trol office, which had always been in a chaotic condition under 
Reagan's direction. He worked out cost systems and cut out 
a great deal of dead timber from the office and field personnel, 
which had crept in-because of Reagan's policy of combining 
political engineering with the legitimate work of the office. 


Eaton has steadfastly refused to be drawn into any poli- 


tical controversy of any kind. He has never spent any of his 
time in the field attempting to array one faction against an- 
other. He is very much irritated at the mention of politics, 
and, in fact, understands little or nothing about politics. He 
would like to work out his flood control problems undisturb- 
ed by political pressure, leaving all political manipulation to 
the board of supervisors, the members of which board are his 
immediate superiors. 


When he assumed control, Eaton inherited from Reagan 


a number of half-built dams and other flood control projects. 
He has Anished these projects during the year, among them 
being the Puddingstone dam, the San Dimas-Puddingstone 
channel and-diversion dam. Reagan had attempted to build 
the Puddingstone dam without contract and on force account, 
and had made a lamentable and expensive failure of it. The 
supervisors let a contract for the Puddingstone dam, and 
Eaton pushed the work along until it was completed a few 
months ago.. He drew plans, supervised the work and com- 
pleted a rock-fill dam in the Sierra Madre canyon, the whole 
work occupying but a few months. He took the sorry condi- 
tion found in the Big Dalton canyon, where a'dam had been 
built and afterwards condemned, and began all over again 
a few hundred feet up the stream from the Reagan dam. He 
has pushed channel work in all parts of the county, accom- 
plishing five times as much work the past year than has been, 
accomplished in any other year. He has carried on the work 
on the great Pacoima dam in the San Fernando valley, a dam 
that was two-thirds built when he took office. He has super- 
vised the drawing of three separate sets of plans and specifi- 
cations for»4.he San Gabriel canyon dam, all at the direct 
request -oT^e board of supervisors. He has stood ready and 
prepared a^all times to build any kind of a dam in the San 
Gabriel that .the board, ordered—high dam, low dawn or no 
dam—whatever hisvsuperiors should decide upon. 


In the midst of his work last summer, when the office of 


state engineer became vacant through he death of Mr. Mc- 
Clure, he was formally offered that position, and immediate- 
ly laid the proposal before the board of supervisors. All five 
members of the board immediately told him they wanted him 
to remain as chief flood control engineer of Los Angeles 
county, and 'gave him a strong vote of confidence, declaring 
that they would stand behind him and protect him frqm 
political snipers. Eaton turned down the state offer. 


Crisis after crisis have been passed through in flood con- 


trol in the past year, with Reagan and his henchmen attempt- 
ing to undermine and gopher every project. Many hundreds 
of honest and intelligent ranchers and business men have 
been led astray through the outrageous propaganda, distor- 
tion of facts and plain mendacity. 
Still, flood control has 


gone forward as never before. 


So far, a majority of the board of supervisors have stood 


firmly with Eaton, There is no telling what the future may 
bring. The people who pay the bill for flood control are in- 
tensely weary of this political battle. They know that over 
four years have gone by since they voted the bonds for the 
San Gabriel dam, and that no dam has been built or started. 
They know that a heavy flood year may at any time cost the 
San Gabriel valley half as much or more than the whole cost 
of the dam.
